NOT IN DOUBT 


Letter From Him Exolain- 
ing His Last Appoint- 
ment. 


Since the death of General Gordon his 
war record has been the theme of uni- 
versal comment, which has given rise to 
a quéstion to just what his legal rank 
was at the fall of the confederacy. 

This question is ahswered by the la- 
mented Gordon himself in a letter he 
wrote 4n 1899. This letter was as fol- 
lows:

‘My Dear Major:—Yours of the !7th 
has been forwarded to me on my lecture 
tour. 

“ft was informed by General Brecken- 
ridge, secretary of war, while my corps 
was at Petersburg that I had been made 
a lieutenant general. 

“Like a great many other cases at that 
period of the war, my commission never 
reached me. I was, however, accorded 
the rank iahd assignment, but was wait- 
ing for my commission to the last before 
signing officially as IMeutenant general.

There has been no necessity for urg- 
ing in the closing of the offices and 
buildings, for wherever a warm southern 
heart was to be found sympathy and 
love for the gallant Gordon brought 
about the instantaneous promise to 
close the doors of their business houses 
and to attend the funeral as a last mark 
of respect to the dead. 


Postmaster Blodgett announced yester- 
day that the doors of the postoffice would 
be closed today during the hours of the 
funeral, though the regular delivery and 
collection of mails will go on as usual.

“Gereral Gordon,’’ declared Colonel 
Johnson yesterday afternoon, ‘‘was one of 
the most commanding men I ever met. 
Directly aifter the war he revamped and 
revivified, took out of the ashes, you 
might say, the amte-bellum charters of 
the Georgia Western and other small 
railroads, s#ecured coal and other lands 
in Alabama and other states, and start- 
ed the project of the Georgia Pacific road 
from Atlanta to the Mississipni river. 
As a result of his efforts, capital was 
interested, and the road, after many dif- 
ficulties, was completed. Both Atlanta 
and Birmirgham owe a grat dea] to 
General Gordon because of the construc- 
tion of the Georgia Pacific railroad. Es- 
pecially is this true of Birmingham. 

“IT was talking with Judge Jones, of 
Alabama, taday,’’ continued Colonel John- 
som “I told him that he had fought 
through two wars with General Gordon 
while I had fought through three. He 
asked me my reason’ for such a state- 
ment. I told him. that he had fought 
through the civil war, and through the 
reconstruction war. He agreed with that. 
“Well,’ I said, ‘I fought with him. through 
the Georgia Pacific war,’ and I do not 
know but that the Georgia Pacific war 
was the hardest of them all.’’

CASKET WAS CARRIED 
BY VETERAN COMRADES 


Was Immediately Taken to State 
Capitol—Veterans Wept When 
They Saw the Flag-Covered 
Casket Containing Their 

Former Leader. 


While the @ull gray fog of the winter 
day still dimmed tthe sunlight of the early 
morning the mortal remains of General 
John B. Gordon reached the capital of 
his native state. 

Escorted by troops of her sister state, 
the body of Georgia’s distinguished son 
arrived at 6:40 o’clock yesterday morn- 
ing, and the car bearing his inanimate 
form was switched 
first track at the northern side of the 
union station. 

There it was met be the throng which 


had waited patiently for more than two 
hours to catch a glimpse of the casket 
that contained the dust of one who was 
dear to them in life and who was Idol- 
ized in death. 

Long before the Southern train pulled 
into the car shed the people began to 
collect in the entrances, and when the 
first rays of the rising sun gilded the tops 
of the tall building nearby they had 
massed jn the vicinity until they ex- 
tended from the depot back to the Kim- 
ball, and from there had spread out in 
three direction. 

First to reach the spot were the con- 
federate veterans of the city police 
force. These grizzled but sturdy men 
marched up with perfect step and took 
their positions close to where it was 
thought the special car would be halted. 
They made a splendid appearance as 
they formed in line to wait the arrival 
of their dead leader, and many compli- 
ments were bestowed upon them which 
were altogether deserved. 

Next came the representatives from 
the various camps of veterans of this 
city. Camp Walker, Camp Tige Amder- 
son and Camp 159 had men in the group, 
and as they appeared on ‘the scene the 
scattered Spectators broke into 
pressed applause which came 
from the heart. 

The police detail was under the per- 
sonal command of Chief Ball, and the 
detail of state troops was commanded by 
Captain G. T. Summers. These latter 
were part of company C, of the Fifth 
» regiment, and their arrival was met with 
a cordial reception. 

General Clement A. Evans was at the 
station and had general charge of the 
arrangements. All the military, police 
and veterans saluted as the gallant old 
man walked with soldierly tread to his 
position at the front of the formation, 
and he returned the salutation in the 
form to which he was accustomed in 
the days when he led his men in battle. 

All eyes were strained to the west as 
the sound of the aproaching train drew 
near, and when it was seen rolling in 
toward the depot there was a movement 
on the part of the people toward the 
tracks. This was soon checked, how-

Funeral Train Arrives. 
The outside track was the one on 


which Number Thirteen entered. A 
switch engine quickly attached itself 
to the coaches and pulled them back on 
the Pryor street crossing. Another engine 
took the special coach bearing the body 
and hauled it to a epot near ithe door of 
Durand’s restaurant, where it was stop- 
ped and the doors of the car Opened. 

The car, one of the finest that H. M. 
Flagler owWns, and which is used gener- 
ally in the trips of that magnate along 
the Florida East Coast Line, was decor- 
ated .with crepe in long streamers fes- 
tooned on its sides, and it had much the 
look of a splendid hearse as it trailed 
fits way into the depot, 

Backed up to the curb only a few feet 
from where the coach stopped was the 
hearse of Hilburn and Poole and amum- 
per of the employees of the undertaking 


establishment were ranged in line to take 
charge of the corpse when it should be 
taken from the train. 

Officials of the road opened the coach 
and the undertaker’s men entered and 
brought out the body. As it reached the 
groun® the confederate veterans who had 
been selected in advance, eight in num- 
ber, marched up and transported the 
coffiin to the hearse. ‘Those who took 
part in this were: 8. D. Mitchell, Dr. Ww. 


M. Durham, James C. Huff, O. P. Le- 
Vert, Charles D’Alvigny, Captain Frank 
M. Myers, E. D. L. Mobley and Commo- 
dore G. N. Dexter, of Morgan county. 

With steady tread the veterans of the 
gray bore their former commander to the 
vehicle that was to carry his remains 
to the state capitol. Placing the casket 
gently in the hearse they stepped back 
and again formed in line and awaited 
the word of command to move on be- 
hind ithe sable carriage that contained 
all that was left of him whom they loved 
as seldom man was ever loved on earth. 

When the coach was first opened there 
was some delay in getting at the corpse 
on account of the great quantity of flow- 
ers that had been banked up 
ATmost to the ceiling. For ful- 
ly ten minuttes several men were busily 
engaged in removing these tokens of af- 
fection and placing them in wagons to 
be carried to the general’s former home 
and to his bier at the capitol. There 
were palms at least 10 feet high among 
the plants included; palmetto leaves were 
mingled with the other varieties, ferns of 
most heautiful description were there, 
roses and violets and hyacinths perfumed 
the air with their delicate odors; crosses, 
wreaths and designs of all kinds were 
piled high on the lid of the coffin, and for 
fifty feat around the entrance to the 
depot the scent of the floral tributes 
could be detected. It was the largest 
display of the kind ever seen in Atlanta, 
and it required two large sized wagons 
to carry the mass of exquisite Dlossoms 
to their destinations. All the designs 
were carefully handled, and they will be 
preserved by the family, as they were 
not injured at all by their transportation 
to this city. 

With Heads Bared. 

The body was brought out of the door 
of the coach and was lowered to the 
level of the bystanders in most reverent 
fashion by the undertakers. There it 
by the delegation of 
veterans and by their loving hands 
lifted into the hearse. Four gray horses, 
covered with black silk netting, drew the 
funeral carriage, and after it came those 
who were designated to escort the re- 
mains to the capitol. 

Many ladies were there, and the flutter 
of twandkerchiefs tto eyes that were al- 
ready red with weeping was as foam- 
capped breakers leaping against a rock- 
bound coast. 

The train bearing the body of the dead 
leader left Jacksonville at 8:05 o’clock 
Tuesday morning and arrived in Atlanta 
at 6:40, one hour and twenty minutes 
late. At Jacksonville the military és- 
cort. had trouble in keeping the ladies 
from filling the car to overflowing with 
flawers. One box of choicest varieties 
was so large that it could not be pulled 
through the doors and had to be rejected. 

A detail of state troops from Florida, 
consisting of Captain A. W. Corbett and 
four officers and privates from the Jack- 
sonville Light Infantry and the Jackson- 
ville Rifles took charge of the train at 
Jacksonville and stood guard throughout 
the journey, one man at each end of the 
car containing the corpse. Those who 
formed tthe detail were: Captain Cor- 
ibett, commanding, from the Rifles: Cor- 
poral Dorsett, Corporal Bassett and Pri- 
vates Donohue and Boring; from the 
Light Infantry, Sergeant Sawyer and Pri- 

vates Dodds, Montgomery and Underhill. 
These troops were taken to the Kimball 

upon their arrival in tthe city and were 
given breakfast. They returned to their 
homes last night, being unable tu remain 
until the close of the funeral ceremonies. 

Quite a number of Florida and Georgia 

state troops and officers were at the de- 
pot, and another distinguistied Florida 
officer, Brigadier General C. P. Lovell, 
will arrive here today, having left Jack- 
sonville last night. T troops from 
Florida were delighted with their treat- 
ment here and although weary from the 
vigil they were anxious to stay to the 
funeral.

A privilege it is to write that the 
Great Captain of Hosts has set His seal 
to the heroism of him who so bravely 
advocated the right whether on the field 
of battle opposing overwhelming odds or 
fighting just as bravely with the mi- 
nority in the halls of a nation’s law- 
makers. Not only_was this shown in fhe 
richest profusion of floral decorations 
that marked his last resting place, but 
in the divine touch of a sincerity of 
gtief that was ag personal in its ex- 
pression as it was national in its mean- 
ing. 

Significant it is that this rich profu- 
sion of beauty is emblematical only of 
peace. The flags are the flags of the 
soldier, but they are not waving with the 
fluttering of a gallant charge, rather 
they are folded, both the Stars and Bars 
and the Stars and Stripes, in the folds of 
quiet rest.

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The Midst of Alarms. 

If any ambitious author is qn a still 
hunt for material teeming with frank 
melodrama, stripped of theatric tinsel, 
let him study the life and hardships 
of the railway mail clerk. Public 
knowledge of his usefulness is re- 
stricted to very meager generalities, 
and the average man has a scanty idea 
of the hazards perpetually compass- 
ing Uncle Sam’s employees in the fily- 
ing railway postoffices all over the 
United States. 

He is ever at the ‘post of danger, 
from a physical standpoint. Right be- 
hind the ponderous, pounding locomo- 


trated on the work in hand, he is ex- 
posed to any disaster which may 4s- 
sail the speeding train. The engineer, 
the fireman, the train crew at large, 
as a general rule, have warning of ap- 
proaching danger and are given at 
least a fighting chance for their lives. 
The clerk is behind locked doors, most 
of the time. Doors that open slowly, 
and heayily, too. The fact that all his 
senses are centered within the nar- 
row confines of the car prevents his 
catching the danger signal, and about 
the first intimation he has of a catas- 
trophe is a terrific collision with the 
locomotive, an abrupt stop from high 
speed which throws him the length of 
the car, or the crushing in of the car- 
shell, to be followed frequently by fire, 
from which escape is made impossible 
by confining timbers. 

Agility is not an adequate definition 
of what is required of this clerk, men- 
tally and physically. He must be al- 
most superhuman. Stations, large 
and small, are constantly being reeled 
off by the gauoping train and they 
each pour a varying tide of letters and 
papers into the car. It is highly proba- 
ble that a large percentage of this mail 
is intended for the next stop, a dis- 
tance possibly of ten miles, more fre- 
quently four or five. Like lightning 
he must sort out this varied heap, 
reading scrawling, illegible addresses 
in a car swaying violently from side to 
side. Sometimes the light is poor; 
sometimes the address given is a lit- 
tle strange to him, being a new and 
obscure postoffice; but as the service 
demands of him something approach- 
ing infallibility, his list of errors must 
be trimmed down to the minimum, 

At the holiday seagon or any time of 
national stress the work of the rail- 
way mail clerk is immensely multi- 
plied, consequently his difficulties. 
Periodically his train or another is 
late, no matter . how punctual the 
schedule in the majority of cases, 
and there is an accumulation of mail 
to be “made up” in shortened time, 
with the drawback of a footing uncer- 
tain from the jump in speed’ by which 
the conscientious engineer tries to re- 
gain a portion of the lost minutes or 
hours. , 

These are only a few of his trials. 
The chronicle could be prolonged un- 
til it filled three times this space, re- 
cording the simplé truth in each line. 
_Bnough has been said to show that 
the clerk’s life is spent literally “in 
the midst of alarms.” His is one of 
the hazardous callings which receive 
such scant sympathy, because so little 
understood. Heis the modern Mercury 
in a more literal sense than the post- 
man,*since his work is broader anc 
done tundér infinitely more parlous 
conditions, and he should rank very 
near the top of the list of men who

Japan’s Remarkable Strength. 

The military authorities of Europe, 
in a controversial newspaper sense, 
have Russian already beaten in their 
constructive analysis of the relative 
fighting capacity of Russia and Japan. 
The facts and figures they submit, at 
this distance, would seem to put little 
Japan in anything but the position of 
a stunted urchin about to be thrashed 
by an overgrown bully. . 

A military writer in The London 
Times declares that it is the intention 
of Japan, immediately war is declared, 
to obtain the mastery of the naval sit- 
uation by beating the inferior Russian 
fleet in the Yellow sea, without ado, 
and enable her transports to throw a 
formidable army into Korea and on 
the Manchurian coast before Russia 
can possibly confront it with anything 
like an equal force. He points out 
that the Trans-Siberian railroad is in 
@ most ramshackly condition and 
could not be uti:zed to bring from 
Russia an army r:presentative of the 
real power of the czar. 

The Japanese peace army consists 
of 167,629 officers and men, with a 
reserve of 204,109, and a second re- 
serve of 98,722, besides 161,547 spe- 
cial militia or “home guards.” Alto- 
gether 500,000 Japanese could be 
placed in the field on comparatively 
short notice. The troops of Russia 
available for service in the Far East 
do not exceed 200,000 men, and not 
over 100,000 of these can possibly be 
thrown into Manchuria by rail. To 
march overland would bring them 
there too late, should hostilities begin 
suddenly. 

The details showing the numerical 
and strategic advantages of Japan 
are interesting, and, if the writer is 
correct in his information, may ac- 
count for Russia’s seeming hesitation 
tc meet the forces of the mikado, os- 
tensibly in the interest of peace. 

Perhaps Russia is not so gure of her 
ability to crush Japan. 
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Scinthool of Joan. 

Joan of Arc, heroine of one of the 
strangest careers in all history, will 
probably become a saint through the 
ritual of the Roman Catholic church. 
A few days ago her beatification was 
observed with stately ceremonial in 
the Sistine chapel, to be followed 
shortly by her canonization. Recog- 
nition of whatever nature and how- 
ever belated, of the deeds of this un 
selfish French peasant woman will 
touch an echoing chord in the hearts 
oy those who, even at this distant 
time, revere her memory. 

It is questionable if the time is well 
chosen for this fixing of her fame. 
The relations of France and the vati- 
can are not as frfendly as at previous 
periods, and it is conceivable that the 
action of the church may lessen the 
veneration held for her in her native 
land. But the world at large will ap- 
prove any step which looks to the per- 
petuation of the memory of an indi- 
vidual characterized by such ingen- 
uous and unconscious sublimity. 

For in the life of this simple girl of 
the people pathos, tragedy, perhaps a 
little buffoonery, struggle for suprem- 
acy. At a time when her- beloved 
France was overrun with Anglo-Picard 
and Burgundian troops, Joan sprang 
into sudden fame by going to the 
Dauphin in person and claiming that 
in divine visions she had been tom- 


| wanded to free her country of the in- 


vader. The armies of France had time 
‘and again ‘been driven like chaff by 
their allied foes, and the heart of the 
troops had heen utterly eaten out by 
unremitting disaster. The Dauphin 
was weak, with no qualities of person- 
al magnetism, and he gladly accepted 
the breaking of a dilemma which he 
thought calculated to shift responsi- 
bility and censure from his own shoul- 
ders. on . 
How Joan inspired and rejuvenated 
the broken spirit of the army and led 
it in person, repeatedly, to glorious 
victory is history familiar to our read- 
ers. Reverses came, though, and the 
mercurial Frenchnien, their supersti- 
tious veneration lessened by defeat, 
fell back into the listless, despairing 
attitude of the old days. Their peasant 
leader was captured by the Burgun- 
dian ‘and ‘sold “to the . English for 
16,000 francs. Branded with sorcery, 
heresy and unchastity—crimes which 
even unproven have ever lent them- 
selves to rabid persecution—she was 
starved, tortured and finally executed, 


Her manners were crude, her per- 
son clumsy, it is even probable that 
the dreams which incited her to lead- 
ership were the hallucinations of a 
diseased mind. The spectacle of an 
uneducated, fanatic, stolid peasant 
girl leading to battle a rabble half- 
scared, half-frenzied by a hypnotism 
| which they but vaguely @omprehend- 
ed, provokes the modern smile and the 
modern tear, This much is true—she 


fearless in the face of impelling duty, 
her patriotism unclouded by greed or 
ambition, her faith and her self: 
sacrifice simple and unfaltering. For 
these reasons her story is fragrant 
even today, and it is well that it be 
preserved for humanity beyond acci- 
Cental peradventure, /

safety. The journey, by boat and on 
muleback was anything but a pleasure 
trip, The Colombian officers did what 
they could to mitigate ite hardsTips. In 
the villages between the coast and the 
napital all the men were hot for war 
with Panama, None seemed to believe 
that the United States would take a 
hand in. Bogota was “wild’’ over the 
public announcement that President Mar- 
roquin (Just defeated in his oampaign for 
reelection) had tendered his entire pri- 
vate fortune to the government for war 
expenses, Smyth reports that offers of 
money to swell the campaign chest are 
coming from all sides, He sees no signs 
of a peace party. He thinks the prolonged 
negotiating at Washington is making the 
Colombians fretty though they seem to 
have great confidence in General Reyes. 
He finds no other American correspon- 
dent in Bogota, and is told that he’s 
the first on the ground, Tuesday of last 
week he had a talk with Marroquin who 
takes the position that in suppressing 
the Panama secessionists the Colombian 
government will be following in the foot- 
steps of Abraham Lincoln. Smyth warns 
us that “‘developments of a@ grave na- 

ture’’ may develop any day now.

Editor Constitution: I see in your issue 
of today where a committee of Manches- 
ter cotton traders and spinners called 
on Mr, Balfour yesterday and requested 
that he devise some method of prevent- 
ing “gambling in cotton.’’ Several weeks 
ago was published accounts'of meetings 
of spinners in Charlotte and Boston, hav- 
ing the same object in view. In these two 
last meetings the participants were pu- 
Tile enough to threaten a shut-down 
of their mills. All of these meetings and 
all these threats have the same object 
in view—the reduction of the price of 
cotton. 

The entire south is interested in the 
price of cotton. Every man, woman and’ 
child in the cotton belt, with the excep- 
tion of the spinnets and buyers, is in- 
terested personally in cotton bringing a 
high price. It is the south’s only money 
crop and brings us more money than 
any other two things. If the planter is 
prosperous the merchant, mechanic and 
professional man gets the benefit of it. 
Ought not the entire south encourage 
and support any man or set of men- who 
aid in the Increasing of cotton prices, 

Exchanges exist for ‘trading in and 
fixing the price of breadstuffs, meats, 
stocks, wool and various other things. 
The whole world produces provisions, 
wool and stocks. The south alone pro- 
duces cotton. These Manchester and New 
England spinners don't resolute over the 
high prices of bread and beef. They pro- 
duce some themselves. ° 

Don’t these spinners present a vast 
amount of cheek fn thelr kicings? For 
years they have been getting the south’s 
cotton at thelr own prices, and that too, 
for the most time, at a price below 
its production, They have kept the south- 
ern planter in poverty and still have the 
gall to hold public meetings for the 
purpose of trying to keep him down. 
For years *these Englishmen and New 
Englanders have made vast fortunes out 
of these farmers. Isn't it time for them 
to divy some? 

These spinners make good money. I 
am reliably informed that they make 
from 25 to 50 per cent on their capital, 
Cotton mill stocks are the best and 
highest grade of the industrial stocks. 
Isn't it time for the southern cotton 
raiser to get some of these benefits. 

For one, I think the south owes Mr, 
Brown and others who have jided in 
running up the price of cotton, our un- 
stinted support and gratitude.

Horatio OC. King’s Personal Reminis- 


cences of the Georgia Soldier. 

I think that the death of no other 
Chieftain of the confederate army, save 
that of his great commander, General 
Lee, has produced a mere profound {m- 
pression and deeper regret than that of 
Lieutenant General John B. Gordon. No 
soldier ever fought for his convictions 
more zealously or brilliantly than he, ana 
throughout all the four years of terrible 
warfare he was always the knightly offi- 
cer and the humane and courteous gen- 
tleman. His tnfluence after the close of 
the struggle cannot be overestimated. At 
the surrender at Appomattox the depres- 
sion of the vanquished was indescribable. 
The feeling was general that the United 
States had no place for the men who for 
four years had put forth the most her- 
culean efforts to destroy the union ani 
that they must find a refuge beyond its 
borders. When their arms were stacked 
and their torn and to them sacred battle 
flags were folded and laid upon the 
muskets, General Gordon, sitting on his 
horse, called his men around him and 
with that persuasive eloquence which waa 
his great gift, he counseled them not to 
leave the country, but to return to their 
homes, rehabilitate their {arms and, ac- 
cepting ihe arbitrament of war, renew 
their loyalty to the unfon and the old 
flag. In his fascinating memoirs, recent- 
ly published, he thus modestly describes 
the incident: “‘I said to them that through 
the rifts in the clouds then above us I 
could see the hand of Almighty God 
stretched out to help us in the impending 
battle with adversity: that He would 
guide us in the gloom and bless every 
manly effort to bring back to desolated 
homes the sunshine and comfort of for- 
mer years. As to the thought of their 
leaving the country, that must be aban- 
doned. It was their duty as patriots to 
remain and work for the recuperation of 
our stricken section with the same cour- 
age, energy and devotion which they had 
fought for her in war. If urged them to 
enter cheerfully and hopefully upon the 
tasks imposed by the fortunes of war, 
obeying the laws and giving, as I knew 
they would, the same loyal support to the 
general government which they had yleld- 
ed to the contederacy. I closed with a 
prophecy that passion’ would speedily die 
and that the brave and magnanimous gol- 
diers of the union army, when disbanded 
among the people, would become pro- 
moters of sectional peace and fraternity.”’ 

This spirit animateqd him throughout 
his life and I believe he did more by 
word and pen and deed than any other 
se man to assuage the féeling of 
animos 
fraternal good, will beteaes eeny, and 
and south, _— 

I shall never forget an incident that oc- 
curred in 1883 at a great banquet given 
at Delmonico’s, which was attended by 
three hundred or more citizens, promi- 
nent both in political and business c¢tr- 
cles. General Gordon Was one of the 
speakers and with Surpassing eloquence 
referred to the closing days at Appo- 
mattox and to the ficent magna- 
nimity of General ooullt’ ts the terms of 
surrender in according to the conquered 
legions their side arms and all other 
persona] property, including their horses, 
so necessary to the filling of their de- 
vastated flelds, and especially in issuing 
25,000 rations to the half-starved men 
who less than an hour before had assail- 
ed the federal lines with bellowing can- 
non and smoking muskets. I was called 
upon a few minutes later and. among 
other things, said that it gave me great 
pleasure to state that it was from the 
plethoric regions of the First cavalry 
division, which, I had conducted to the 
front, that these rations for the most 
part, were issued. With chivalric im- 
pulse he ran to where I stood, clasped 
his arms about my neck and held mn in 
close embrace while the hall rang with 
wildest cheers. Tears gathered in the 
eyes of those, unused to weeping, and it 
was several minutes before the storm of 
emotion subsided. 

It is not generally known that General 
Gordon's daughter is united in marriage 
to a northern gentleman and that they 
reside in the tipper part of Maine. In 
November last, while he was returning 
from a lecture in upper New York and en 
route to speak at the Soldiers’ home in 
Maine, I met him on the train ‘and paseed 
several hours in delightful conversation. 
He looked frail and feeble, but when 
aroused he spoke with all his old-time en- 
ergy and fire. Aa I expressed some sur- 
prise that his daughter should have mar- 
ried a ‘“‘yankee,”’ he gave an amusing 
account of the approaches of the young 
gentlemen and how at last she broke 
the information to him that she loved 
thie northern gentleman and desired 
him for a husband, ‘‘What,” said the 
general in feigned surprise, ‘“‘marry a 
yankee?’ 

“Well, father,” was her reply, ‘“‘You 
have been preaching reconciliation be- 
tween the north and the south ever since 
the war, and I am simply carrying out 
your teachings.” 

Genera] Gordon’s death I feel as a 
great personal loss, and so it must be to

A detailed statement of expenditures 
shows that a total of $25,985 has been 
disbursed from the appropriation. Of 
this amount, $5,541 was paid to William 
A. Day, assistant to the attorney general, 
and $3,750 to M. D. Purdy, assistant at- 
torney general; $3,214 to W. M. Collier, 
special assistant to the attorney general; 
$839 to G. C. Todd, law clerk: $1,103 <o 
J. C. Morcock, confidential clerk; $562 
to J. H. Graves, confidential clerk, and 
$10,000 to D. T. Watson, as special coun- 
sel in the case of the government against 
the Northern Securities Company. Under 
the head of “‘expenses’’ $973 was dis- 
bursed. ' 

The attorney general submits a state- 
ment describing the flature of the cases 
prosecuted, beginning with the Northern 
Securities case, now awaiting decision by 
the supreme court of the United States. 
The beef trust case, he describes as “‘a 
proceeding in equity brought under the

Washington, January 13.—(Special.)— 
Representative Maddox today called at 
the postoffice department to confer with 
the officlais relative to the two suspen- 
sions recently made in the Rome post- 
office.

LIFE SENTENCE 
GIVEN BY JURY 


‘Andy Morgan and Henry 
Goddy Found Guilty 
Yesterday. 


Andy Morgan and Henry Gaddy were 
yesterday found guilty of the charge of 
killing Ben Stroup, a farmer in the north- 
ern part of Fulton county 4nd recom- 
mended to the mercy of the court. This 
was done because the evidence against 
the two men was circumstantial. Judge 
Roan, of the criminal branch of the su- 
perior court, Sentenced them to life im- 
prisonment. 

Stroup, who lived in the northern part 
of this county near the Cobb county line, 
wis in the field pulling fodder on the 
day of the crime. The evidence showed 
that Andy Morgan and Henry Gaddy 
oime up to him while he was in the field 
and talked with him for awhile, helping 
him pull fodder. Then al) three men 
went over into the forest where Stroup 
was engaged in clearing ground, and 
while here Stroup was killed. It seems 
that the two men fired at’ him from a 
short distance, as the powder singed his 
clothing. At the first shots he turned 
and ran, followed by his assailants, who 
shot him again and again, and as he fell 
to the ground, one hundred yards dis- 
tant from the scene of the first shoot- 
ing, they ran up to him and fired three 
or four shots into his body. Then both 
men ran away, leaving the body, and his 
wife, who had heard the shooting, came 
on the scene and found her husband dead. 

County Policemen W. A. Wright and 
D. M. Williams began to investigate the 
murder soon after the funeral, and at 
last accumulating sufficient evidence 
swore out warrants for the two men and 
arrested them.

4. The existence of excitement in the 
public mind, resulting from the comngs- 
sion of the crime, produeing fear in the 
ming of the accused, so as to deter him 
from furnishing his counsel with infor- 
mation necessary to prepare his defense, 
even if In any ose a simdcient reason 
to grant a new trial on extraordinary mo- 
tion, will not be when the time elapsing 
between the verdict and the final order on 
the ordinary motion !s such that the ap- 
prehensions in the mind of the accused 
must have abated, 

5. When an alleged ex traordinary mo- 
tion for a new trial is entirely without 
merit, it is proper for the judge to decline 
to entertain the same, and to refuse tu 
grant a rule nisi thereon. 

6. This court will not 
compel a judge to certify a bill of ex- 
ceptions assigning error upon the refusal 
of the judge to entertain an extraordi- 
nary motion for a new trial and grant a 
rule nisi thereon, when it appears that 
such motion is without merit. Malone v. 
Hopkins, 49 Ga. 221; Cox v. Hillyer, 65 
Ga. 57; Hayne Vv. Candler, 99 Ga. 214, 
White v. Butt. 102 Ga. 552; Perry v. 
Candler, 102 Ga. 368. 

7. The case of Taylor v. Reese, 108 Ga.

Washington, January 13.—Panama was 
@gain today the principal subject of con- 
Bideration in the senate, and, as on yes- 
terday, the debate was spirited. Today 
there were only two speakers and be- 
Eween them they held the floor for about 
four hours. Mr. Carmack opened the 
proceedings with a set speech in pointed 
friticism of the president’s course and 
Wvas followed by Mr. Spooner in defense 
pf the president's action. Mr. Tillman fre- 
os interrupted Mr, Spooner and 

€re were a number of sharp encounters 
between them. When the senate adjourn- 
@d the Panama question was still before 
fhe senate and it was announced that 
the discussion would be resumed tomor- 
Tow. 

Bacon-liale Resolution. 

Mr. Hale offered the following resolu- 
tion after the result of the agreement 
between himself and Mr. Bacon during 
Yesterday's session looking to a settle- 
ment of the Panama question: 

“Whereas, The state of Panama, for- 
Merly a part of the republic of Colom- 
bia, has seceded from that republic and 
has set up a government, republican in 
form, under the name of the republic of 
Panama, and 

“Whereas, The independence of said 
Fepublic of Panama has been recognized 
by the United States and many other na- 
tions, and, 

“Whereas, a treaty is now pending be- 
fore the senate between the United States 
@nd republic of Panama, the ratification 
of which wil insure the speedy building 
of the interoceanic canal by the United 
States across the territory of said re- 
public of Panama; therefore be it : 

“Resolved, That in any claim which 
the republic of Colombia in any form 
may make against the said republic of 
Panama for indemnification or loss of 
territory or increased burden of the debt 
of the said republic -of Colombia, the 
president is requested to tender his best 
offices toward the peaceful adjustment of 
all controversies that have arisen or may 
arise between said republic of Colombia 
and the republic of Panama.”’ 

The resolution was-read and Mr. Hale 
stated that he presented it as a sub- 
stitute for the Bacon resolution. He said 
he would not ask for immediate con- 
sideration. 

The Panama resolution offered by Mr. 
Gorman was laid before the senate and 
Mr. Carmack was recognized, He said 
that while he had the utmost respect for 
the office of president, he did not mean 
to conceal the excesses of that office, 
“and every act of the president in this 
wretched Panama business,”’ he went on, 
‘has been in violation of law, of statu- 
tory and international law and of the 
constitution of the United States.’’ 

He spoke of the new isthmian power 
ps “a hideous abortion of night and 
darkness, misaamed the Panama repub- 
lic.’”’ 

Roosevelt and Jackson. 


He compared the course of President! 


Jackson in the Texas case with that of 
President Roosevelt in the present in- 
stance and commended the former at the 
expense of the latter. In that case, he 
eaid, there was no recognition § until 
Mexico had abandoned the struggle. As 
for himself, when his conduct should be 
quéstioned, he would point to Andrew 
Jackson and not to Theodore Roosevelt 
as his guide and he had no doubt of 
the result. 

The president had, he said, made it 
plain that he never intended to execute 
the Nicarauga provisions of the Spooner 
act. 

‘Never, for one moment,” he said, did 
he consider any plan that had in it so 
little of the strenuous and the sensation- 
@] as the execution of the law. Instead 
of peering into the future as Mr. Loomis 
tells us he did, had he peered into the 
jaw he would have saved the country 
much trouble.-’ 

Mr. Carmack contended that President 
Roosevelt had not contented himself 
with the recognition of Panama, but 
had intervened; “His acts were not sim- 

ly offensive, not simply a cause of war, 

ut they were war,’ he said. As a mat- 
ter of fact there never was any insur- 
rection on the isthmus, 
mack. 

_ “They speak of the rising,’ he said, 
“as the act of one man. Very true! and 
that one man was the president of the 
United States.” 

_ Discussing the act of Colonel Black, 
of the United States army, in raising 
the first flag in the Panama republic, 


the senator criticised him sharply. “I do: 


not believe that he would have engaged 
In the plot if he hadn't believed that he 
was doing the will of the administration. 
That,’’ he added, “is what I think, and 
if Colonel Black is not punished, I will 
know that I am right.”’ 

Mr. Carmack declared that a mob has 
Bs much right to hang its victim as has 
the president to secure what he wants 
by disregard of the law. President Roose- 
velt, he said, loses the power of reason- 
Ing and his moral sense when he. be- 
comes involved in action, and exclaimed: 

Calls Rosevclt Headlong. 

‘Into what difficulties may we not be 

Jed by this headlong man?” 
* He did not agree that the president 
would have hesitated if Colombia had 
been a stronger nation. On the contrary, 
the president would have welcomed such 
an Opportunity. ‘‘He makes history as 
he would order a melo drama, making 
vertain that the star performer is al- 
ways in the center of the stage.’” He

In conclusion Mr. Carmack said 


When Mr. Carmack took his seat, 
Aldrich askd what practical 


Mr. Spooner replied to Mr. Carmack, 
saying he had felt regret at hearing the 
criticisms of the president, who had reg- 
istered an oath in heaven to discharge 
his duties. Mr. Carmack had made a 
sinister and unsupported statement in 


| which he said that this country had be- 


gun a systematic encroachment on the 
rights of the Soutn American republics. 
No man had stood more consistently for 
those republics than had President 
Roosevelt, he declared. No president in 
our history had stood more staunchly 
for the Monrce doctrine. 


Spooner Defends Roosevelt. 

Mr. Spooner also gave attention to the 
charges of disobedience of law by the 
president. The only enemies he has in 
the Uniged Statcs are the result of his 
Obedience toe and enforcement of the 
law. 

As the author of the Spooner act, the 
speaker said, ke wished to express the 
opinion that the law had not been vio- 
lated by what the president had done, and 
he entered upon an analysis of the law 
in suport of this proposition. 

After reviewing the events relating to 
the canal negotiations, Mr. Spooner asked 
whether any senator would, under the 
circumstances, have turned his back on 
Panama so long as there was a bill pend- 
ing in the Colombian congress, and he 
put the question especially to Mr. Till- 
man, who was on his feet. The latter 
suid he would have entered into negotia- 
tions with Nicaragua and would have 
reported back to congress for further in-+ 
structions. He would then have said to 
Colombia: 

“You are a mangy lot; get out off the 
face of the earth; we'll take the country 
and build the canals.” 

The Tremark caused an outburst of 
laughter, both on the floor of the senate 
and in the galleries. 

After a minute’s pause Mr. Spooner 
said that while he could not accept the 
senator’s language he congratulated him 
on coming to the pre#ident’s position. 

Mr. Tillman called attention to Mr. 
Spooner’s hesitation, and the latter re- 
plied that it was because he was thinking 
how thankful we should be that we 
haven’t a president who would use to 
any nation such language as the senator 
from South Carolina had used. 

Replying “to the man and not to the 
senator,’’ Mr. Tillman asked Mr. ‘Spooner 
whether he would not prefer a president 
who.woulg say in plain terms, “‘Get out 
of the way’’ rather than to have mixed 
up in fhe “bastard birth’ of the repub- 
lic of Panama. 

Continuing, Mr. Spooner warned the 
democrats tHat a “platform which im- 
putes dishonor to the administration ani 
to the brave, true man in the white house 
will find no sympathy with the people of 
the Uniteq States, north or south.”’ 


Tillman Opens on dsoosevelt. 

Mr. Tillman asked if a discreet ‘man 
would not also have waited on congress 
before warning Colombia off her own pre- 
Serves at Panama and Mr. Spooner an- 
sweet? in the negative, saying that the 
safety, the honor and the interests of the 
United States required that a president 
should fo just what Theodore Roosevelt 
had done. 

Mr. Tillman urged that Mr. Spooner had 
evaded the real question. What he want- 
ed to know was whether the president 
had the right to use the army and navy 
as he had done. 

“Oh, Lord!’ exclaimed Mr. Spooner. 

“You'll have to call on the Lord fre- 
quently in this matter,’’ retorted Mr. 
Tillman. 

“T did not address the senator from 
South Carolina; my remark was not per- 
sonal,’’ said Mr. Spooner. 

Mr. Spooner declared that the president 
had acted within the constitution and 
the law in all that he had done in Pan- 
ama. It was both the right and the duty 
of the president to acknowledge the in- 
dependence of Panama. He said he, for 
one, resented the imputation that the 
president had, been unscrupulous in his 
dealing mith this question. This last 
statment was made after Mr. Tillman 
had expressed the opinion that the Amer'l- 
can consul had bribed the Colombian 
forces to withdraw from the isthmus. 

Mr. Spooner declared that it was child- 

fsh to say that the president has trans- 
cended his duty. The first consideration 
of the Spooner act was that the right 
to build a canal should be secured, and 
that end had been accomplished by deal- 
ing, not with Colombia, but with Panama, 
Colombia’s successor. 
. Before the Panama subject was taken 
up there was a brief but lively discussion 
between Messrs. Patterson and Scott on 
the labor troubles in Colorado. 

The sendte adjourned until tomorrow. 


No Through Rates. 

New York, vsanuary !3.—During the re- 
cent freight embargo by reason of the 
ice blockade shutting up Newburgh and 
Harlem river transfers, many car loads 
of perishable freight were ruined and 
serious loss occasioned by delays to other 
cars in transit. Merchants seeking to 
have their shipments for . Springfield, 
Worcester, Boston and other’ eastern 
points forwarded by the only open route 
into New England south of Albany, that 
over the Poughkeepsie bridge, were in- 
formed that business could not be sent 
by that line, as no through rates were in 
effect. Officials of the Central New Eng- 
land railway operating the Poughkeepsie 
Bridge, say they have been seeking to 
join in such rates for a long time with- 
out success. It would seem to be a situa- 
tion that should receive the attention of 
the interstate commerce commission.

Hepburn, Grosvenor, ‘Bartlett and 
Others Denounce the Civil Service 
Commission as “Fraud and 
Humbug” — Uc=:2issioners 
Hear the Debate. 


Washington, January |3.—After a lve 
ly debate lasting three hours the house 
today in committee of the whole by a 
voce of 78 to 65 struck out of the legisla- 
tive, executive and judicial appropriation 
bill the paregraph providing for the sal- 
aries and expenses of the civil service 
commission, and clerks employed under 
the commission. The action was taken on 
motion of Mr. Hepburn, of Iowa. He 
Was supported by both republicans and 
democrats, both in speech and on the 
vote. Those who spoke in opposition to 
the clivil.service system as it now exists 
were Messrs. Hepburn, republican, of 
Iowa; Grosvenor, republican, of Ohio, 
and Bartlett, democrat, of Georgia, while 
among those speaking for the service 
were Messrs. Cooper, republican, of Ws- 
consin, and Gillette, republican, of Mas- 
sachusetts. No conclusion was reached in 
committee on the legislative bill. 

Mr. Cooper, of Wiscongin, discussing 
the report of Fourth Postmaster General 
Bristow stated that every one of the 
men under indictment except orfe, in 
connection with alleged postoffice frauds, 
went into the service under the spoils 


| system. 


Mr. Grosvenor, of Ohio, spoke against 
the civil service as it now exists, ask- 
ing why an ‘appointment should not beas 
properly made upon the recommendation 
of a. representative of the people as to 
have the president appomt a Foulke to 
be purveyor of all the appointments. He 
asked why the committee on civil ser- 
vice reform had been sitting on the safety 
valve, saying that if a vote was permitted 
the civil service committee will be strip- 
ped of a vast amount of its power. 

Mr. Clark, of Missouri, suggested that 
a bill be brought before the house so that 
the subject could be debated and voted 
gpon. 


Oligarchy Built Up. 

Mr. Grosvenor said the gentleman from 
Missouri (Mr. Clark) could immortalize 
himself if he would introduce a Dill so 
amending, enlarging, altering or affect- 
ing the old law, which he said, is re- 
garded as the perfection of human wis- 
dom. Concluding his remarks Mr. Gros- 
venor said that an oligarchy of three men 
had been built up and up to a recent date 
Was controlled by one man. 

Mr. Lacey (Iowa) said the present sys- 
tem was not a merit system as it now 
exists. Men had gone into government 
service without examination and had 
since been covered in the civil service, 
and are now irremovable. 

Mr. Richardson (Alabama), 
from the president’s statement in con- 
nection with the Bristow report, pro- 
tested against any man assuming that the 
men under indictment are guilty before 
they have been tried. 

Mr. Bartlett (Georgia) also addresscd 
himself to the civil service system, re- 
ferring to statements mude by Mr. Bris- 
tow. Mr. Bartlett charged in the ap- 
pointment of the chief of the supply divi- 
sion of the postoffice department, ac- 
cording to the report of General Bristow, 
the civil] service law had been violated. 
“T call attention to this,”’ he said, ‘‘be- 
Acause it ig on the very threshold of this 
report. It meets you at the start, at the 
very door, and stands out as a bold, bald 
violation of the law, and the man who 
violated it, the man who encouraged it, 
the man who started it, the man who 
asked it, is a former first assistant post- 
master general, Perry S. Heath, now sec- 
retary of the national republican ecom- 
mittee.’’ 

Civil Service Commissioners Cobley and 
Greene: occupied seats in the gallety of 
the house during the debate on the civil 
service. 

Mr. Hepburn, following Mr. Bartlett, 
declared that he was not inclined to crit- 
icise the heads of-the commission, “but 
the civil service, as it is administered, 
is a fraud and and humbug.” This 
statement met applause on both sides of 
the house. Mr. Hepburn declared that 
if the republican party was responsible 
for the administration of the affairs of 
the government, the friends of that 
party should hold alt of the avallable 


places. 


Treading 


Too Many Clerks. 

Mr. Hepburn referred to an interview 
he had had with the head of a depart- 
ment having over five hundred clerks, 
who had stated that he had fifty clerks 
who could not get to their desks if the 
elevators in the building were not run- 
ning, and that should he be permitted 
to select his own force he could do all 
the Bhsinéss with two hundred clerks. 

Mr. Gillette, of Massachusetts, chairman 
of the committee on reform in the civil 
service, demanded to know why the head 
of the department in question did not 
make his own selections. 

Mr. Hepburn replied that Mr. Gillette 
knew as well as anyone else that this 
could not be done under the practice 
which prevails, although the law might 
permit it. : 

Mr. Cooper, of Wisconsin, wanted Mr 
Hepburn to state why he did not ad- 
vocate legislative reform. 

Mr. Hepburn replied hotly that with 
the present make up of the committee 
controling such legislation, it was well 
known that nothing could be done along 
that line. 

Mr. Gillette said he was in favor of 4 
merit system, and not a patronage sys- 
tem. He admitted that the system ‘s 
not perfect and can be amended. 

On the pending motion of Mr. Hepburn, 
republican, of Iowa, the paragraph pro- 
viding for the salaries and traveling ex- 
penses of the civil service commission 
was stricken from the bill, 78 to 65, re- 
publicans and democrats voting together 
to strike out the paragraph. 

Mr. Bingham gave notice that in the 
house he woulqd demand the yeas and 
nays. 

An amendment increasing the salaries 
of the governors of Arizona and New 
Mexico from $3,000 to $3,500 prevailed. 

At 5 p. m. the committee rose without 
having concluded consideration of the 
bill.

In- 
formally there has been ta.a from Co- 
lombian sources of $10,000,000, but there 
are the best of reasons -for supposing 
that Colombia would take considerably 
less, if by so doing the government at 
Bogota could “save its face” With its 
people. 

When asked if this would be taken as 
acknowledgemnt by the United States 
that what has been done t3 Colombia 
has been illegally done, a high official 
of the administration said to me: 

Anything that jis done is 
liable to be criticized. But the question 
with the president is: ‘Wouldn't there be 
less criticism for this than there would 
be if the United States is compelled to 
wage war with Colombia?’ Of course no- 
body anticipates any trouble from such 
a war, but if troops have to be sent to 
the isthmus there is HNability to yellow 
and other fevers, and physical troubles 


peculiar to the tropics, and a big death | 


loss from stich causes would in all prob- 
ability be embarrasstng. In the light 
of this possibility, it would seem the 
wiser horn of the dilemma to pay Co- 
lombia money to soothe her wounded 
honor.” ) 
Assurances from Congress. 

And, as I have said, this may be done. 
It is to be presumed that the president 
has assurances of the republican lead- 
ers in both branches of congress that an 
appropriation for this purpose could be 
secured. It Js possible, though there {fs 
no evidence of this obtainable, that the 
Panama Canal Company may be induced 
to “chip in’’ some part of the $40,000,- 
000 which it is to receive, and the pay- 
ment of which Colombia is endeavoring fo 
block through the courts. : 

The administration official quoted above 
said there is ample precedent for the 
payment of money as salve to the wounds 
of another nation. He cited the payment 
of $20,000,000 to Spain for the Philip- 
pines. That sum was not paid in return 
for the Philippines, that is as purchasg 
money, but was in the nature of a con- 
solation prize—something to make Spain 
feel better and to enable the Spanish gov- 
ernment to “save its face,’ as the Chi- 
nese say, with the Spanish people; a 
sort of a cushion to soften the fall. 

The administration leaders believe this 
act on their part would meet with pop- 
ular approval; at least, that it would 
not open up as severe criticism as would 
a war, and that in the end it would be 
far cheaper. 

How Colombians Feel. 

The representatives of Colomphia have 
done a great deal of talking to the effect 
that' a money consideration could not 
possibly enfer into their calculationis, 
but it is pretty well understood that un- 
official overtures have been made to 
Secretary Hay, paving the way to nego- 
tiations on this tine... While the Colom- 
bian politidans are using the war spirit 
to their own personal advantage at Bo- 
gota and in the interior of Colombia, the 
coast states of that country realize that 
they would be the ones to suffer in case 
of such a clash, and their influence is 
on the side of any peaceful settlement. 
If Colombia takes steps which mean war, 
all the porte will be promptly sealed up 
by American war ships and the damage 
to the mercantile interests of the coun- 
try would be very great. 

At both ends of the line, therefore, 
there are strong influences working to- 
ward a peaceful settlement on a money 
basis, with strong probability, as things 
look now, of success.

BUT DON'T LOK 


First Assistant Postmaster Gen- 
eral On the Stand, 


Wynne Admits That He Signed Ma- 
chen’s Letters Without Exam- 
ining the Contents — Wynne 
Knows Nothing in Regard 
to Groff Fastness. 


Washington, January 13.—Robert J 
Wynne, first assistant postmaster gen- 
eral, was the central figure in the postal 
trial today, and when court adjourned 
until Friday, he was still on the stand. 
Mr. Wynne’s testimony occupied most of 
the day, and he was subjected to a rigid 
cross-exa@nination by Charles A. Douglass 
counsel for the defense, during which 
the opposing attorneys had several tilts, 
necessitating a word of admonition from 
Justice Pritchard, that they must con- 
duct the case in peace. The first assist- 
ant postmaster general was plied with 
questions designed to test his knowledge 
of the duties of his office. The witness 
frankly stated that he had often signed 
papers prepared in Machen’s division 
without examining into their contents, be- 
cause they came to him in official form, 
and because of the fact that he regarded 
Machen as one of the most expert men 
in the service and relied on him. 

The cross-examination of John J. How- 
ley, clerk of the first assistant postmas- 
ter general, in the trial of August Machen 
and others was continued. 

The witness detailed the duties of the 
general superintendent of free delivery, 
but he could not state them as a fact, 
simply from his knowledge of office prac- 
tice. Concerning the placing of Machen’s 
name and initials on letters by subordi- 
netes, witness said Miss  Ldéebhardt, 
Machen’s stenographer, had for several 
years done so. He admitted that he knew 
of this practice three years before he be- 
came chfef clerk. He did not speak of 
it to his chief, he said, because he did 


Machen’s division. He tolerated it, he 
said, until the postal investigation came 
up, and finally informed First Assistant 
Postmaster General Wynne that the le- 
gality of these initials and signatures 
should be looked into. 

When Weiine Acted. 

Witness admitted that the order of Mr. 
Wynne prohibiting the delegating of au- 
thority to others to sign the names of dil- 
vision chiefs was not issued until the 
investigation was on. Replying to clos 
questioning Howley said he could not 
recall anything when he held any con- 
versation with Mr. Wynne affecting the 
expenditure of money for his office. *He 
explained that division chiefs were trust- 
ed-in these matters and that he himself 
never investigated the subject matter of 
letters. On further questioning he said 
the first assistant pdstmaster general 
was required personally to sign any let- 
ters calling for the expenditure of money, 
although the number of matters Mr. 
Wynne had to attend to he did not In- 
vestigate their nature or the necessity 
for the expenditure. Mr. Krumler then 
took the witness and secured from him 
the statement that until the investigation 
begun he never heard of any criticism 
of the Groff fastener. 

Replying to a question by Mr. Maddox, 
for the defense, witness said that dur- 
ing the term of his service as private 
secretary he never heard or knew of 
the Groff fasteners, nor did he know of 
an investigation of letter box fasteners 
under the administration of First As- 
sistant Postmaster General Jones. 

Wynne on the Stand. 

At this point Howley was excused and 

Mr. Wynne, first assistant postmaster 
general, took the stand. He said that in 
the matter of the purchiace of supplies 
for the free delivery service he always 
transacted his business with Mr. Machen, 
the general superintendent. He said it 
was not a part of his duties to personal- 
«y attend the direction or preparation 
of orders for Groff fasteners or other 
supplies, nor did he determine the ques- 
tion as to whether the supplies were ab- 
solutely necessary or not, unless par- 
ticularly brought to his attention. In all 
service matters he said he relied upon 
Mr. Machen. 
_ Mr. Wynne said he knew nothing of the 
merits or demerits of the orders for the 
fasteners already referred to. He said 
he never heard of the Groff fastener un- 
til the investigation developed 

Mr. Wynne was cross-examined by Mr. 
Douglas. After explaining that Mr. How- 
ley was a personal appointee, Mr. Wynne 
was asked if he knew anything of How- 
ley’s qualifications for the office of chief 
clerk. This quéstion was met with sa 
vigorous objection from Mr. Taggert. 
Justice Pritchard could not see the rele- 
vancy of the testimony. Mr. Douglas in- 
sisted on the question, but the court 
sustained Mr. Taggart’s objection. Upon 
further cross-examination, Mr. Wynne 
in response to a question as to who im- 
posed the duty on Mr, Machen of de- 
ciding certain questions said he assumed 
the right, because he accepted it every 
Gay. He further said that Machen had 
hig authority because of his (Wynne’s) 
approval of Machen’s act. 

Machen Expert, Says Wynn. 

Besides the purchase of supplies Mr. 
Wynne said that in his office there had 
been three distinct supply .ivisions which 
showed a lack of system or a complex 
system. He said that he regarded Ma- 
chen as one of the most expert men in 
the service and w>cn he received a paper 
from him he assumed that Mr. Machen 
knew what he was doing. 

“Did you know that Mr. Machen knew 
his business?’’ Mr. Wynne was asked. 

"Tl knew that Mr. Machen knew what 
he was doing,’”’ was the reply. 

“Did he know that you knew your bus- 
iness?”’ Mr. Douglas inquired next. 

“Hie knows it now,’ was the quick 
retort and the court crier was compelled 
to rap for order. 

Mr. Wynne said he did not know of any 
authority given to Machen by Postmaster 
General Smith to sign such letters. He 
said after he had determined, in Decem- 
ber, 1902, the investigation of the de- 
partment, he regarded with suspicion ev- 
erything emanating from Machen’s of- 
fice and closely scrutinized it. Therefore, 
he did not consult Machen about the 
expenditure of money, but made inquiries 
of Machen’s clerks. Mr. Wynne de- 
clared that for a long time his investi- 
gation did not result in any definite dis- 
covery of criminality upon the part of 
Mr. Machen. Asked if he signed any

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RIGHTS SECURE 
IN MANCHURIA 


United States’ Commercial Trealy 
Wilh China, 


Ratifications Were Exchanged at 
Washington Yesterday—Even if 
War Comes, Trade Doors 
Are Open to the United 
States. 


Washington, January 1!3.—Ratification 
of the Amertcan-Chinese commercial 
treaty were exchanged at the State de- 
partment today by Secretery Hay and Sir 
Chen Tung Liang-Cheng, the Chinese 
minister, The treaty provides for the 
opening of the ports of Mukden and An- 
tung in Manchuria to the world’s com- 
merce. 

The treaty is now an accomplished fact; 
it only remains to proclaim in and ap- 
point the necessary consuls at Mukden 
and Antung. The president has selected 
these cOnsuls from men of experience al- 
ready in the consular service and conse- 
quently able to open up the new fleld to 
trade with the least possible delay. Their 
names will be sent to the senate as soon 
as congress makes provision for their sal- 
ary which the state department hopes 
will be done speedily. It tg regarded as 
very desinable that such rights as we 
have acquired in Manchuria as to China, 
6hall be fully established and asserted in 
advance of any possible war that might 
affect that vast territory to the exten of 
a change of sovereignty. 

The ceremony of exchange took place 
at the state department by appointment 
at I! o’clock. Secretary Hay and the 
Chinese minister joined in the signature 
of the protocol reciting the fact that ratli- 
fications had ‘been exchanged. The 
‘Chinese minister will be given a copy of 
the treaty by the state department which 
he will forward to his government for 
deposit in the imperial archives in Pekin 
and when Mr. Conger’s copy reaches 
Washington it will be placed in the sbate 
department library. 

Washington, Japuary |13.—The president 
has signed the proclamation putting into 
effect the Chinese treaty. 

Japan-China Treaty. 

The Japanese minister here, Mr. Taka- 
hira today made public the text of the 
treaty ratified yesterday at Pekin be- 
tween Japan and China. The treaty con- 
sists of thirteen articles and cOvers much 
of the same ground as does the treaty 
between the United States and China, 
ratification of which have just been ex- 
changed. 

Briefly stated, the treaty provides, first, 
for the abolition of the likin taxes by 
China in consideration of an Increase 
of the surtax on goods pasing through 
Chinese custom houses. Japan also 
agrees to accept such changes in other 


vestigation and sign the letter after he 
found everything was in official form. 

Counsel read a letter by Mr. Wynne 
and dated as late as January, 1903, ad- 
dressed to the Groffs ordering 100 fasten- 
ers at $1.25 each, but Mr. Wynne said 
that an order for that number probably 
would not arrest his attention.

Mr. Wynne was still on the stand when 
the court agjourned until] Friday out of 
respect to Mrs, Gould, wife of Associate 
Justice Gould, who died yesterday. 
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Chinese taxes relative to production, ex- 
cise, opium and salt, as @re accepted dy 
other treaty powers. 

By article two, China agrees to allow 
Japan at the expense of its ship owners 
to provide appliances for hauling vessels 
through the rapids of the Yang-tse be- 
tween Ichang and Chung King, which 
appliances may be used by all veasels. 

Article three guarantees the right of 
Japan steamers to navigate Chinese in- 
ternal waterways to each treaty port. 

Articles four and five provide that in 
cases of partnership for business purposes 
befween Chinese and Japanese subjects, 
the right of either shall be protected by 
courts of their own nationality. 

Article six requires China to establish 
a national uniform coinage and currency 
which will be accepted by Japanese sub- 
jects, all customs duties, however, to 
be paid on the basis of the Haikwen 
tae). 

Article seven requires the Chinese of- 
ficlals to reform the system of Chinese 
weights and measures, beginning the use 
of the new measures at treaty ports and 
gradually extending inward, 

Article eight pledges the Chinese gov- 
ernment to amend and modernize the ex- 
tsting rules for inland steam navigation. 

Article nine guarantees Japanese  of- 
floers and subjects full and free partici- 
pation in all privileges enjoyed by the 
Chinese officers and subjects, and Japan 
undertakes to show lke privileges for 
China in Japan. This is in substance 
a favored nation clause. 

International Sentiment. 

Article ten provides for the creation of 
an international settlement in Pekin up- 
on withdrawel of the foreign  legation 
guards and the foreign troops In Pe Chi 
Li. In the same article, China undertakes 
within six months to open to trade the 
port of Ch’angsha Fu, in the province of 
Hunan; also Mukden and Tataungkow, 
both In the province of Sheng King, 
where internation] settlements are to be 
set apart. 

Article eleven pledges China to reform 
its judicial eystem to accord with that of 
Japan, and western nations, Japan agree- 
ing to assis in reform, and when that is 
completed, to relinguish extra territorial 
rights. 

Article twelve provides that the English 
test of the treaty shall govern in case of 
a difference in construction between the 
Parties. 

Article thirteen provides that the treaty 
shall be ratified by the emperor of Japan 
and the emperor of China at Pekin, and 
ratifications be exchanged within six 
mronths.

Only Handful. of Minor Stock Moved 
Widely During Day. | 


TONE WAS . CALLED. FIRM. 


Stagnation of the Market Was Result 
of Uncertainty Over the Out- 
come of the Far Eastern 
Crisis — Closed with 
Decline in Progross. 


' New York January 13.—The inert stock 
market today seemed to reflect general 
firmness, but the stagnation of the mar- 
ket was in itself a result of the uncer- 
tainty over the outcome of the Far 
Eastern crisis. The same effect was 
caused fh the various commodity markets 
which have shown themselves under the 
influence of the war news, and the for- 
eign securities market also was practi- 
cally idle today. These markets were 
evidently waiting all of them for some 
more definite shaping of the future of 
‘events. The constantly varying rumors 
of each day regarding the chance of peace 
or wor seemed today to have lost their 
power for inducing active operations in 
the margets. The. serious poSsibilities 
involved in the situation are ebundantly 
realized, and the conclusion seems to have 
been reached to sit down and await the 
outcome. In absence of speculative de- 
mand for loans, the offering of call mon- 
ey became so large today as to suggest 


an early stage of plethora in the money 
supply. Funds still continue to pile up 
at this center by receipts of currency 
from the interior and by some belated ar- 
rivals of foreign gold. The government 
fiscal operations at the sub-treasury also 
are yielding large returns to the money 
merket by reason of pension payments, 
interest payments and payments on ac- 
count of year mail contracts. This abun- 
dance of money resources still signally 
fails to attract any demand for stocks 
Or bonds. Only a handful 6f minor stosks 
moved widly, today, but rather paeoble 
evidences of Manipulation to account for 
the movements.
